An auditors’ report for the 
last fiscal year showed the city 
had maintained a cash balance 
of at least $15,000,000 during 
the year, which would have net- 
ted about $150,000 in revenue 
if all of it had been invested 
in time deposits. 

The auditors pointed out, 
however, that such investment 
should be made only after a 
careful study of the city’s 
month-to-month cash require- 
ments, 

Drop in Bucket. 

Comptroller Poelker said it 
might be possible to invest sev- 
eral million dollars in time de- 
posits, in addition to about $2,- 
000,000 already so invested, but 
pointed out that the revenue 
would be relatively only a drop 
in the bucket toward meeting 
current financial needs. 

Poelker said also that a sub- 
stantial part of the cash on hand 
consists of bond funds, any in- 
terest from which should go for 
bond projects and thus . would 
not be available for general op- 
erating expenses. 

The city’s fiscal crisis was 
precipitated by refusal of the 
Board of Aldermen to vote 
property, gasoline and cigarette 
tax increases recommended by 
the Estimate Board to meet the 
proposed $59,365,000 budget, 
and by the Mayor's veto, on

The dispute delayed until to- 
day final voting on a bill pro- 
viding that. an additional one 
billion dollars worth of Govern- 
ment-held surplus commodities 
be made available to friendly 
nations for foreign currencies. 

The measure also would in- 
crease by $300,000,000 author- 
ity for foreign relief gift of 
foods to needy nations. 

Amendments barring aid to 
Poland are expected to be of- 
fered when the House starts 
voting. 

With the present three bil- 
lion dollar sales authorization 
almost exhausted, the addition- 
al billion dollars was request- 
ed by the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration to meet future sales 
commitments—including a $90,- 
000,000 program now being ne- 
gotiated by Poland.

Appeal From Cooley. 

He said, however, the State 
Department was better quali- 
fied to say whether it was 
“friendly” than Congress, and 
appealed to the House to “leave 
Poland to the State Depart- 
ment.” 

Criticism also was leveled at 
the use of foreign currencies 
acquired by the United States. 
These funds cannot be convert- 
ed into dollars, and must be 
spent within the nation of their 
origin. 

Under the law, these foreign 
funds are spent by the United 
States within the respective 
countries to discharge United 
States obligations, pay for de- 
fense installations, promote 
United States trade or foster 
overseas economic programs. 

Representative John J, Roo- 
ney (Dem.), New York, chair- 
man of the Foreign Affairs Ap- 
proriations subcommittee, said 
the executive agencies were 
“going hog wild with these 
funds.”

He reported on studies of the 
leukemia incidence in survivors 
of atomic bomb attacks on Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki, the use of 
X-ray to treat an arthritis-like 
spinal disease known as anky- 
losing spondylitis and the ef- 
fects of exposure on radiolo- 
gists of the United States. He 
concluded that there is a close 
relationship between the num- 
ber of leukemia deaths and the 
radiation doses received by the 
victims. 

Applying this assumption, he 
said the present total of 10,000 
leukemia deaths a year in the 
United States could be expected 
to go up to 14,000 eventually if 
the population received the 
present “maximum permissible | 
dose” of one-half Roentgen a 
year.

3. The United States must 
l:cep effective military forces 
in South Korea, Formosa and 
South Viet Nam, for these 
forces not only help maintain 
the independence of the areas 
where they are stationed but 
help defend the whole of free 
Asia. 

4. Some elements of the 
press are giving the impres- 
siom that the present Admin- 
istration’s China policy is 
highly controversial in the 
United States, Whereas no 
other aspect of United States 
foreign policy is.so widely 
supported as the present 
China policy.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In compliance with the latest or- 
der of the Treasury Department, a 
labor union can no longer buy United 
States Savings Bonds, any series. 

Under this order, how can any 
local union build its treasury, keep 
its money in safe investments, give 
accurate accounting to its members, 
and still be above suspicion? 

If you invest in the stock of the 
company where the local repre- 
sents the employes, you are a com- 
pany union. If invested in a savings 
and loan association, you are doing 
your brother-in-law a favor. . If in- 
vested in stocks in the market, you 
are doing it for personal gain. 

If any of the investments make no 
gain, or lose money, you should have 
known better. How do you win? 

Some of the locals in our district 
council have $60,000 in savings 
bonds. Others have lesser amounts, 
but almost all have some of their 
savings in bonds. - Now they can no 
longer use this method. When the 
Treasury continues to ask for in- 
vestors in bonds, why are unions dis- 
qualified?

Nikita Khrushchev’s appearance before an 
American television audience, and the Wash- 
ington reports that our Government is for the 
first time ready to consider some limitation on 
nuclear weapons testing, throw a brighter spot- 
light on the resumed London disarmament talks. 

The Soviet Communist party secretary said 
little that was new in his TV interview with 
American newsmen, but he showed his audience 
that Russians are not 12 feet tall, he made an 
effective presentation of Soviet viewpoints on 
some diplomatic issues, and he ¢onvincingly as- 
serted Moscow’s readiness to agree on a “first 
step” disarmament pact as a move toward wider 
agreement in the future. 


But what is the “first step” to be? We doubt 
if Khrushchev seriously meant that it should be 
a mutual withdrawal of Soviet and American 
troops from all of Europe. That is a step far 
more likely to come later than first. The way 
must be prepared by other measures, the best 
hope lying in some compromise between the 
Russian proposals of April 30—which include a 
version of “open skies,” a preliminary limitation 
of conventional armaments, and a ban on nuclear 
weapons testing—and the proposals shortly to 
be offered by Harold E. Stassen on behalf of 
the West. 

* > > 

The report that Mr. Stassen will for the first 
time urge some limitation on nuclear weapons 
testing is encouraging because it implies a 
change in the Administration’s hitherto adamant 
stand that tests must go forward so long as a 
comprehensive disarmament agreement with full 
inspection is lacking. 

How much of a change has taken place, how- 
ever, remains to be demonstrated. The reports 
have it that some measure of ground inspection 
probably would be demanded in exchange for a 
ban on tests. If more were demanded than the 
Russians could plausibly be expected to grant, 
the result might be only another round of a 
hitherto fruitless debate. 

Much scientific testimony has been adduced 
to support the view that tests of the very large 
nuclear weapons could be safely suspended with- 
out first setting up an elaborate inspection sys- 
tem, because any violations would be detectable 
anywhere in the world. This*testimony is not gn- 
swered simply by insisting on inspection. 

* 7 * 

The important thing is that the Western pro- 
posals and the negotiations to follow should be 
in the spirit of President Eisenhower's desire 
that our country go “halfway” to meet the Rus- 
sians. It would be a cruel disappointment to 
hopes everywhere if the London talks turned 
out to be merely a new propaganda battle in 
which each side demanded that the other back 
down. 

There must be retreat from previous positions 
on both sides if the negotiation is to be genuine. 
There must be flexibility. There must be readi- 
ness to trade concession for concession. 

In that spirit, not even the withdrawal of 
troops from parts of Europe and some other 
areas should be excluded from ultimate negotia- 
tion. Although Khrushchev’s well-worn “offer” 
to withdraw a few miles across‘land provided 
the United States withdraws across a 3000-mile 
ocean is not acceptable now, some day the West 
might find it expedient to trade limited with- 
drawals by stages, beginning perhaps with both 
zones of Germany. 


But first things first. Just now, this means 
negotiating earnestly and sincerely for the best 
possible start toward disarmament at London. 
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Sherlock Holmes Could Nab Him 


It ig too bad things are not as they used to 
be in London around the turn of the century. 
If they were, it’s a safe three bob and a tanner 
bet that the long, lean, sharp-faced Sherlock 
Holmes would be awakening his stuffy, puffy 
companion Dr. Watson with those old familiar 
words: “Come, Watson, come! The game is 
afoot!” ' 

The game in this case would be a fugitive con- 
vict, William (Foxy) Fowler, slippery Welsh 
gunman, who escaped from 150-year-old Dart- 
moor Prison three weeks ago today. Only two 
other escaped convicts have managed to exceed 
that length of time at liberty and only two ever 
made good their escape. So in English house- 
holds, Foxy Fowler today is a much discussed 
man. 

Police have made a rapid series of hunts and 
checks from the southwest Devon coast across 
England to the mouth of the Thames and back 
and forth through the central counties. They 
stopped him when he was seen in a rowboat 
but, after convincing themselves that he was 
not a Soviet Russian spy, they allowed him to 
go only to find an hour later that they had had 
Foxy in their grasp. The hunt has even aroused 
Partament, the Government being accused of in- 
humanity for allowing police to deflect hounds 
and riders of a fox hunt into the search for Foxy. 

No doubt Scotland Yard would be glad to 
welcome that incomparable and ineluctable 
sleuth, Sherlock Holmes, if only he would ap- 

pear to take over in the search for Foxy Fowler 
who really is afoot and seems likely to remain 
that way. 
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To Make Bi-State Whole 


The best that can be said for the Missouri Leg- 
islature’s last-minute gesture toward the Bi-State 
Development Agency is that it is better than 
nothing. But not much better. 

Nine minutes before adjournment the House 
concurred in a Senate resolution for a special, 
six-member joint committee to work, out a Mis- 
souri-Illinois program to strengthen Bi-State. 
The committee as set up is intended to produce 
bills that can be presented to both the Missouri 
and Illinois Legislatures in 1959. 

If the special Missouri committee can *work 
out something for 1959, that is fine. Between 
now and then, however, it may become neces- 
sary for Gov. Blair to call the Legislature into 
special session on other matters. If that hap- 
pens, enactment of the Bi-State bill ought to be 
included in the call. This is a measure of pdra- 
mount importance to the economic future of the 
St. Louis metropolitan area and, by extension, 
to the whole state.

The larger interests of the business commu- 
nity, of investors, and of consumers will be 
served, we think, by the United States Supreme 
Court’s decision in the Du Pont case. 

Eight years of litigation have culminated in 
the decision of the highest court in the land 
that the anti-trust laws are violated by Du Pont’s 
control of General Motors through a 23 per cent 
stock interest. Federal Judge Walter J. LaBuy 
of Chicago, who hed dismissed the Government's 
case earlier, is thus ordered to prepare a decree 
which will put an end to the illegal condition 
the Supreme Court finds. 


The undesirability of interlocking corporate | : 


ownerships and directorates has long been recog- 
nized in the United States, -particularly in in- 
stances when they can be manipulated to serve 
one group of owners or managers at the expense 
of another, or at the expense of the buying 
public. : 

In Du Pont’s case, the Government charged 
in its original suit that this over-four-billion- 
dollar industrial empire, General Motors and 
U.S. Rubber, which Du Pont also was said to 
control, had become a closed, non-competitive 
system, buying from each other and selling to 
each other. It was charged that even with bet- 
ter offers, outsiders could not sell to any of the 
three, the result being to eliminate some inde- 
pendent businesses and weaken others. 


Justice Brennan, delivering the decision for 
the Supreme Court, agreed that “the conclusion 
upon this record is inescapable” that “there is a 
reasonable probability” of restraint of trade in 
the relations between Du Pont and General Mo- 
tors (U.S. Rubber had meantime been dropped 
from the case by the Government). 

The Clayton Act, Justice Brennan held, is de- 
signed to arrest restraints of trade or monop- 
olies in their incipiency, and is violated whether 
or not actual restraint or monopoly has taken 
place. In other words, a corporate relationship 
that makes monopoly possible is illegal. 

The complete independence of General Mo- 
tors as a corporate entity, buying its materials 
wherever it can get the best values for its cus- 
tomers, will, we believe, be good for the coun- 
try. It is what is known as free private enterprise. 
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Citizens to the Rescue 
The Aldermen now have approved the mem- 
bership of the Citizens’ Tax Study Committee 
which they hope will pull off a miracle and save 
the city from the effects of their bungling. 


While this may be a sign that reason at long 
last is overcoming emotionalism in the board 
chamber, the unhappy fact still is that St. Louis's 
underlying financial pains have been eased not 
one whit. The trouble is still there. It is grow- 
ing worse by the day. The city is spending far 
more than it can expect to take in unless it in- 
creases taxes somewhere along the line. 


The Board of Aldermen as a whole and in 
particular the Democratic majority under the 
spell of Alderman Alfred I. Harris are respon- 
sible for this situation. Having rejected the City 
Administration's plan for raising the $5,300,000 
that will be necessary to bridge the gap between 
income and projected spending, the Aldermen 
then had the duty to produce a tax alternative 
or to cut spending. 

They did neither; instead they passed the 
buck to the Citizens’ Committee. The citizens 
are in a race with time. The Board of Estimate 
says that cuts in city services and personne! will 
be necessary unless the Aldermen approve the 
full $59,365,000 appropriations bill within two 
weeks. 

But under the statutes the Aldermen cannot 
take such a step until income is in sight to meet 
all that spending. That means somebody will 
have to find a way to raise the missing 
$5,300,000. 
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. AKiss of Death by Jury 

In attaching the jury-trial amendment to the 
civil rights bill, the Senate Judiciary Committee 
has struck a blow against both civil rights and 
trial by jury. For the amendment is intended 
to misuse the honored method of jury trial to 
subvert the ends of justice rather than to serve 
them. 

Its sponsors are dominated by fear that a fed- 
eral judge would impartially enforce injunctions 
against interference with voting and other civil 
rights, They are impelled by a hope that-juries 
would enforce, not the law, but the local 
prejudices. 

The purposes of the amendment are shown in 
the lineup of forces for and against, as well as 
in the nature of the amendment itself. 

The measure is offered by a leader of the 
Southern clique in the Senate opposing the en- 
forcement of civil rights, Senator Ervin of 
North Carolina. 

It is opposed by the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion on the ground that it would seriously 
weaken the civil rights legislation. It is also op- 
posed by the American Civil Liberties Union, 
long-time upholder of trial by jury, as “a con- 
trived obstruction to defeat the desperately 
needed civil rights legislation.” 

» Senator Ervin’s proposal is an exceedingly 
back-handed compliment to his fellow-Southern- 
ers who may serve on juries. 

We should think many of them would resent 
the implication that they could be depended on 
to compound contempt of the court. 

If enough resentment of the sort occurred in 
the Senate, the country might have the pleasure 
of seeing the civil rights bill fought out on its

Business interests which backed Eisenhower Administration 
are in rebellion against size of budget and whole idea of pro- 
gressive program, correspondent says; could cause crisis for 
G.O.P.; if not reconciled, original supporters might desert.

There is a considerable accumulation 
of evidence that a critical stage has 
been reached in the political history of 
the Eisenhower Administration. 

Among the more prominent manifes- 
tations of the condition are the fol- 
lowing: 

1. The Gallup Poll shows a decline 
of 5 per cent since March in the Pres- 
ident’s personal popularity. The de- 
cline is about the same among Repub- 
licans, Democrats, and independents. 
There were, of course, serious ups and 
downs in this poll during Mr. Eisenhow- 
er’s first term. 


2. The President’s budget has run 
into a popular movement almost of the 
proportions of a taxpayers’ strike. This 
movement has infected the Congress 
and has been unchecked by the Pres- 
ident’s first speech defending his bud- 
get. 

3. The President's legislative pro- 
gram is tied in with his budget; the 
program, for the most part, cannot sur- 
vive if the budget is severely cut, and 
is clearly in trouble. 

4. Business Week, a magazine which 
specializes in what is going on among 
business men, has studied the relation- 
ship between business and the Admin- 
istration and has concluded that “there 
is no question that the business com- 
munity as a whole feels a deep-seated 
disillusionment.” 


Of these four symptoms the last 
could turn out to be the most serious 
politically. The business community 
was the most solid part of the original 
Eisenhower constituency. It has been 
the source of the great bulk of cam- 
paign contributions to the original 
Eisenhowér cause in the Republican 
party and to the party for many years. 

Continued disaffection in that com- 
munity could, almost certainly would, 
lessen the advantage the Administra- 
tion and the party have over the Dem- 
ocrats in competition for campaign 
funds. 

The root of the trouble, it may be, is 
the fact that the Administration has 
never yet adequately explained and jus- 
tified to business men the degree to 
which it has adopted a broadly progres- 
sive program — “modern Republican- 
ism,” a position it had actually reached 
by January, 1956. 

Mr. Eisenhower's messages to Con- 
gress in that Month gave “modern Re- 
publicanism” its concrete meaning. It 
paved the way for the substantial gains 
the Republican party made in the big 
industrial cities in the elections which 
came at the end of that year. 

There was a reason for that political 
maneuver. The Republican party had 
swept into office in the 1952 elections, 
but it lost the 1954 mid-term elections; 
and control of the Congress in the 


process. It had as its assets an enor- 
mously popular President and unlim- 
ited campaign funds, but it did not 
have a vote-getting program. A broad- 
ly progressive program had proved its 
vote-getting power not only for Mr. 
Truman in 1948, but long before that. 

The Eisenhower Administration de- 
cided it must support such policies, and 
it found them very useful in the 1956 
campaign. The decision paid off, dem- 
onstrably, in 1956 election votes in the 
big industrial cities. 

Recent United States political his- 
tory would seem to establish the rule 
that a party can get into power if it 
possesses two vital ingredients, (1). a 
bountiful source of campaign contribu- 
tions from business and (2) an excep- 
tionally popular presidential candidate. 
But there would appear to be a corol- 
lary that to remain in power it must 
retain the first two ingredients and 
add a third, a political program which 
appeals to the big city vote. 

At the present moment a grave ques- 


tion has been raised as to the degree . 


by which the third ingredient is com- 
patible with the first. 

The business community wants, or 
thinks it wants, budget and tax cuts 
above all else.

VICTORIA, ALBERT AND MRS. STE- 
VENSON, edited by Edward Boykin. 
(Rinehart, 309 pgs., $5.) 


, The Duke University Library at Dur- 
ham, N.C., now houses the Sallie Coles 
Stevenson Collection that comprises 
191 of the “probably 250” letters that 
Mrs. Stevenson wrote from England be- 
tween 1836 and 1841 to friends and 
family in the United States while she 
was helping her husband discharge his 
duties as Minister to the Court of St. 
James's. In them she shows herself a 
candid, witty, and nearly tireless ob- 
server and recorder of the events and 
personalities of a period that included 
the death of William IV, the‘ accession 
and coronation (and attempted assassi- 
nation) of Victoria, and the Royal Mar- 
riage to Prince Albert. 

She became, indeed, a personal favor- 
ite of the royal family (Victoria, she 
wrote, had a voice “as sweet as a Vir- 
ginia nightingale’s”), and was privi- 
leged to share with the young couple 
the pleasure of 
private dinners and 
glittering state 
balls at which she 
could be “royally 
squeezed” to a fare- 
thee-well. She met 
the squires of Eng- 
land’s great houses 
and reported her 
visits with expan- 
sive zest and pro- 
fuse detail. 

She sketches 
Wordsworth, who 
though he had a 
forehead befitting 
a poet and philoso- 
pher of the “highest order of intellect,” 
had “nothing in his countenance which 
betrays the profound feeling which per- 
vades his poetry”; Melbourne, who, 
next to Victoria at a Windsor Castle 
function, “ate as heartily as though he 
was only seated by a milk-maid”; and 
many others of the foremost figures of 
the age.

These are final figures from 
a four-year study of 188,000 
men aged 50 to 70. About 60 
per cent were regular cigarette 
smokers, the others had not 
smoked. In the four years, 
11,870 died. 

The findings were announced 
at the American Medical Assn’s.

They declared smoking in- 
creases the chance of premature 
death from all causes. The more 
cigarettes, the higher the risk.

Ex-smokers had less than 
half the lung cancer risk of 
those who kept on smoking.

Earliest Date. 
The earliest date for an at- 
tempted launching—with suc- 
cess at first by no means as- 
sured—now appears to be next 
March or April, and the Navy 
only reluctantly agrees that it 
may be that soon. 
If for no other reasons, the 
launching would likely be that 
distant because the optical and 
telescopic tracking stations will 
not be installed around the 
world until then. 
Dr. Richard W. Porter told a 
House Appropriations subcom- 
mittee “we are not yy* 4 
happy about” the time it is tak- 
ing to get the telescope stations 
and “a good deal of effort has 
gone into trying to improve the 
situation.” Contractors appar- 
ently can move no faster he 
said. 
Porter, a General Electric Co. 
rocket expert, is chairman of 
the IGY committee’s technical 
panel on the earth satellite pro- 
gram.

SUCH HOUSES are called Palazzos here and they 
are very large and some of them very old, but they 
were built for the ages. For example, the boarding 
house, or pensione where I am living, called the 
Tornabuoni Beacci, was built 750 years ago, and is 
in better shape than some apartment houses in New 
York built seven years ago. Of such age and solidity 
was the palazzo my friend bought complete with all it 
contained.

The caretaker told him 
that he had been using the old letters and papers to 
start fires in the furnace. My friend glanced casually 
at the heap of letters and turned one or two over. 
About the third letter he looked at wes written in 
English in a small, very clear and precise handwriting. 
It was addressed to Benjamin Franklin. It congratu- 
lated Mr, Franklin on his work for the American 
nation as Ambassador to France. And it was signed 
George Washington. My Florence friend admits that 
he is not as well informed in American history as he 
could wish, but even so it was apparent that this was 
not exactly proper material for starting fires, no 
matter how cold it got.

ISS RUTH FERRIS will be 
M icaving soon for a tour of 

Greece. She is only sorry 
she can’t make the trip on a 
Mississippi River steamboat. 

The strange combination of a 
long-dead culture and a fast- 
dying chapter of Americana is 
the dual hobby of the attractive 
St. Louisan, who retires this 
month as assistant principal and 
fifth grade teacher at Commu- 
nity School. Her friends and 
former students gave her the 
trip, but to her regret couldn't 
book passage on the David 
Tatum, the Golden Eagle, the 
Robert E. Lee or the Natchez. 
For of the two hobbies, her 
interest in the boats which once 
glided on the rivers bisecting 
Midwestern America is by far 
the favorite. 

Far too young to remember 
the heyday of the river boats, 
Miss Ferris nevertheless is a 
latter-day convert to the cause 
and if she had her way, the 
whistle once again would be 
heard ‘round the bend and folks 
would flock to the levee to wel- 
come the leisurely sidewheeler. 
Speed is for others, not for her. 


Fortunately, she was intro- 
dueed to her hobby before the 
river boats had completely dis- 
appeared. In the past few 
decades, she has booked passage 
on all the surviving packet 
boats, and she has watched 
most of them dle. 

It all came about quite by 
chance, although as a Jong-time 
St. Louisan and a history and 
geography major at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, she had 
learned to love the Mississippi 
and the Missouri, and what they 
had meant to the nation's social 
and economic life. So when she 
happened to read an autobiog- 
raphy obligingly penned by her 
grandmother for her family, one 
entry stood out in bold relief. 
The “gentlemanly officers” of 
the David Tatum had invited 
grandmother's senior class at 
Moberly High School to go 
“a-Maying.”’ 

“That started me,” Miss 
Ferris recalls. “I decided to 
try to find out more about the 
David Tatum and I advertised 
in the newspaper at Glasgow, 
Mo., because that is an old river 
town, I heard nothing for a 
long time, then someone sug- 
gested that I see George W. 
Vaughan, an ex-pilot on the 
Missouri, who was then living 
at the Masonic Home. 

“He had been a cub pilot in 
1866, and he told me fascinating 
stories of buffaloes swimming 
in the river, impeding the 
progress of the boat, of the 
cargoes of furs and gold.” 

After that nostalgic interview, 
there was no stopping her. She 
began to book passage on every 
steamboat still on the waters, 
traveling not only on the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri, but on 
the Illinois, the Tennessee and 
the Cumberland as well. She 
spent most of her time in the 


pilot house or the engine room, 
listening to tall tales spun by 
rivermen, savoring the smell of 
the hot steam, the throb of the 
engines. 

And because she was teach- 
ing imaginative fifth graders 
about St. Louis history and de- 
velopment of the West, she 
found it easy to bring her en- 
thusiasm into the classroom, in- 
oculating many of her students 
with the same fervor and in- 
quisitive spirit. They began to 
write themes and produce plays 
about the river and the steam- 
boats, to make models of the 
famous vessels. 

Outside their classroom win- 
dow, at Community School, 
rescued from its grave in the 
Mississippi, is a real relic of 
another era, the actual pilot 
house of the Golden Eagle. 

The boat, once a proud trav- 
eler on the Mississippi, sank 
south of St. Louis in 1947 and 
after Ruth Ferris had “recov- 
ered from my grief,” she began 
to wonder if portions of the 
boat might be salvaged. 

“I wrote to the United States 
Army Engineers, but heard 
nothing until early the next 
year when they said we might 
submit a bid,” she said. “Some- 
how, I got the idea they wanted 
$200 so I added $50 and anoth- 
er $7 for luck. I didn’t even 
trust the mails. I took it down 
myself and watched them as 
they opened the bids. I could 
my by their faces that we had 
t ? 


So in a few days there was 
excitement at Community 
School, as a huge truck with 
police escort brought the pilot 
house of the Golden Eagle to 
a strange, earthy setting, far 
from the familiar waters of the 
Mississippi. In the pilot house 
is the old wheel that once 
guided the boat through the 
shifting channel. There is also 
the bell board, the peda] that 
sounded the whistle as the 


steamer came ‘round the bend. 


The pilot house is musty 
now, a little grimy. There's 
no luxurious decor, little al- 
lowance for comfort. But to 
Miss Ferris and her young 
pupils, it's a beautiful thing 
indeed. 

To her—and she hopes also 
to them—this hobby has been 
an enriching one. 

“I have tried to make them 
feel the romance of steamboat 
days, the importance of the 
rivers historically and eco- 
nomically,” she said. 

“The reason I love it all so 
is that here in the heart of 
America you can be complete- 
ly remote from the distractions 
of modern civilizations. The 
steamboat men who matched 
their wits with this great force 
of nature gained strength and 
vision. They knew the worries 
of contending with the rivers, 
of finding the shifting channel 
and guiding the boat through 
safely. But they also found joy 
and peace, gliding along the 
water at a leisurely pace, away

An- 
other plans to be a marine 
architect,

HIS year’s class has been just 

as enthusiastic as its prede- 

cessors. Learning that former 
students were to give Miss Fer- 
ris a retirement gift, they want- 
ed to be in on it, too. Their 
idea of a wonderful present was 
to have a boat named for her. 
They wrote to H. T. Pott, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Shipbuild- 
ing and Steel Co., grandfather 
of one of the students, Roy 
Collins, but he pointed out that 
his firm's customers chose the 
names. In lieu of that, however, 
he sent a model of the famous 
Robert E. Lee. 

But the students finally did 
name a boat for her—in the 
play they made up. Painted on 
the scenery in colorful fifth 
grade-type letters were the 
words, “Belle Ferris.” . 

Miss Ferris doesn’t have to be 
on the campus of Community 
School to follow her hobby, She 
talks river boats with other en- 


es 


thusiasts in the Golden Eagle 
Club, the Sons and Daughters of 
Pioneer Rivermen, Steamship 
Historical Society of America 
and the Hot Stove Navigation 
League of America. 

In the basement of her home 
at 9381 Parkside drive, Brent- 
wood, which she shares with a 
sister, Miss Frances Ferris, are 
a genuine six-foot wheel and 
bell board over which she has 
built a pilot house, decorated 
with authentic gingerbread trim, 
a hallmark of river boats. On 
the wall ahead is a mural of the 
Mississippi. 

“So I can stand at the wheel, 
look at the mural and feel I'm 


right there on the river,” she 
laughs. 
Fact is, even though she 


mourns the passing of one era, 
she hopes to see another river- 
centered age take its place. 

“I believe there’s a place in 
our system for a modern, steel- 
hulled river boat, luxurious and 
safe in keeping with today’s 
standards, but giving crew and 
passengers the same leisurely 
voyage, the same feeling of 
peace away from all noise of 
the city,” she said. 

After ‘she returns from 
Greece, Miss Ferris will join 
the staff of the Missouri His- 
torical Society, to aid in the 
development of the society's
